LITTLE CHICKS 


By Michael K. Boyer, Poultry Expert 


After the first week- of the chick's 


life, green cut bone, two or three 
times a week, is invaluable in pro- 
moting growth. But it must be fed 
fresh. 
After a few weeks old the 


Can- 
ary seed,-in small quantities, may be 
given when chicks are about ten 
days old and older. Make the chicks 
exercise from the start.
